Dr.  Siegel  reported  on  meeting  with  Dr.  Smookler  in  absence  of  Dr.  Curry  after  Sep- 
tember 6th  meeting.     Intent  was  to  identify  space  and  assistance  that  Supervisor  von- 
Beroldingen  indicated  was  available  from  the  Health  Department.     Dr.  Smookler  took  the 
information  and  reported  back  to  Dr.  Siegel  a  week  to  10  days  later  that  Dr.  Curry  was 
unable  to  find  the  space  at  this  time. 

Dr.  Siegel  reported  on  his  meeting  with  Supervisor  von  Beroldingen  earlier  today 
(October  4th).     Supervisor  von  Beroldingen  indicated  continued  support  for  the  Commission 
and  volunteered  to  contact  Dr.  Curry  if  Health  Department  aid  could  not  be  forthcoming. 

Commissioner  Schindel,  as  a  follow-up  to  last  Commission  meeting,  met  with  Super- 
visor Kopp,  who  expressed  support  for  the  Commissionv  suggesting  a  $10,000  budget. 

Commission  Membership 

Chairman  Handley  resigned  the  chairmanship  and  Dr.  Siegel  was  elected  new  chairman, 
with  Chairman  Handley  reverting  to  her  Vice-Chairman-Secretary  role. 

Ms.  Handley  reported  receiving  a  .phone  call  from  the  Clerk's  of f ice,  in  which  it 
was  pointed  out  that  she  and  Commissioner  Mahy's  terms  had  expired  in  March.  Animal 
Commission  discussion  concluded  that  they  continue  to  serve  until  replacements  are  ap- 
pointed. 

It  was  noted  that  there  was  a  vacancy  with  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Dagovitz.  Chair- 
man Siegel  will  be  submitting  the  name  of  Lurilla  Harris  as  a  possible  nominee  in  a  let- 
ter to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  requesting  a  replacement  for  Mr.  Dagovitz. 
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Ms.  Handley  reported  on  a  letter  sent  to  Sergeant  Roche  in  reference  to  his  con- 
tinued absence  from  Commission  meetings.     His  absence  today  reflects  his  being  on  vaca- 
tion.    Chairman  Siegel  will  call  next  week  to  determine  Sergeant  Roche's  attitude. 

Budget 

Chairman  Siegel  appointed  a  committee  including  Commissioners  Handley,  Mahy  and 
Schindel  to  work  with  him  in  preparing  a  supplemental  budget  -  January  1  -  June  30,  1974, 
and  an  annual  budget  -  July  1,  1974  -  June,  1975.     Commissioner  O'Donnell  will  offer 
technical  assistance. 

Special  Meeting 

A  proposed  special  meeting  devoted  to  sterilization  services  and  programs  in  San- 
Francisco  is  being  planned,  which  will  involve  many  community  groups. 
Bird  Sanctuary 

Ms.  Handley  reported  that  the  Park  and  Recreation  Commission  expressed  that  there 
were  adequate  laws  relating  to  the  protection  of  birds,  and  therefore  the  special  designa- 
tion of  a  bird  sanctuary  at  the  Palace  of  Fine  Arts  was  not  appropriate. 

Pigeon  Control 

Ms.  Handley  reported  that  a  letter  to  the  individual  currently  having  the  pigeon 
control  contract  has  gone  unanswered  despite  expressions  of  willingness  to  cooperate 
in  inspecting  pigeon  trapping  in  San  Francisco.

Bernal  Heights  Animal  Control 

There  has  been  considerable  trouble  with  loose  dogs  in  Bernal  Heights  area.  A 
letter  will  go  to  the  Bernal  Heights  Improvement  Club  expressing  our  interest  and 
cooperation.    Com.  Schindel  has  stated  he  would  like  to  visit  the  SPCA  to  learn  more 
about  them  first  hand  and  establish  communication. 


Palace  of  Fine  Arts  Bird  Sanctuary 

The  Commission's  proposal  to  establish  the  Palace  of  Fine  Arts  Lagoon  as  a  Bird 
Sanctuary  came  before  the  Health  and  Environment  Committee.    Com.  Handley  represented 
the  Commission  and  stated  that  since  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Park  and  Recreation 
Commission  that  no  sanctuary  be  established  due  to  already  adequate  legal  coverage 
the  Animal  Control  &  Welfare  Commission  dropped  its  proposal  on  the  basis  that  no 
improvements  would  be  made  by  declaring  it  a  City  Sanctuary.    She  asked  rather  that 
the  Park  and  Recreation  be  encouraged  to  build  a  needed  fence  around  the  Lagoon's 
nesting  area  where  many  birds  and  eggs  have  been  destroyed.    This  fence  has  been 
planned  by  the  Dept.  for    almost  a  year  and  has  been  encouraged  by  the  SPCA.  Super- 
visor von  Beroldingen  asked  that  she  receive  a  copy  of  the  communication  from  the 
Dept.  to  the  SPCA  stating  their  intention  to  build  a  fence  before  sending  a  request 
that  the  fence  be  built.    (Note:    Com.  Handley  spoke  with  Eugene  Sanders  of  the  SPCA 
who  forwarded  their  communication  to  the  Health  &  Environment  Committee.) 

Budget 

A  supplemental  budget  has  been  prepared  and  an  appointment  will  be  made  with 
Supervisor  von  Beroldingen  to  discuss  it« 

Spay  Program/Clinic 

The  Commission  was  very  pleased  with  the  information  received  from  the  special 
meeting  on  the  subject  of  spay  clinics  and  programs.    There  was  discussion  on  the 
differences  between  operations  in  a  veterinary  hosp.  and  a  clinic  set  up  to  perform 
mass  spays  (ovario-hysterectomy)o    It  was  concluded  that  a  veterinary  hospital  is 
not  set  up  to  do  mass  spay  operations.

Chairman  Siegel,  Mahy  and  Handley  went  to  the  Peninsula  Spay  Clinic  in  San  Mateo 
to  observe  the  Clinic  and  spay  operation  in  progress.    All  Commissioners  were  pleased 
to  find  everything  very  clean  and  well-run  by  Dr.  Bill  Hando    At  present  the  Clinic 
does  around  15  spays  a  day  but  can  break  even  financially  with  8  spays.  Eventually, 
thay  may  be  able  to  do  a  maximum  of  40.    Chairman  Siegel  will  arrange  an  appointment 
for  the  Commissioners  to  see  a  spay  operation  at  a  regular  veterinary  clinic,  perhaps 
Ocean  Ave.  Pet  Hospital,,    A  letter  will  be  sent  to  Dr.  McElroy,  President  of  the  San 
Francisco  Veterinary  Assno,  asking  him  to  discuss  the  Association's  position  on  spay 
programs  and  what  recommendations  they  could  makeo    Also,  the  Commission  is  interested 
to  learn  if  there  is  any  difference  in  the  number  of  spay  operations  the  last  few  years. 
The  Commission  should  be  able  to  make  a  recommendation  to  the  Board  by  April. 

Citation  Program 

Sgto  Roche  reported  to  the  Commission  that  citations  will  be  given  by  animal  con- 
trol officers  after  they  are  sworn  in.    The  Judicial  Council  has  approvedthe  swearing- 
in  of  police  powers  to  the  animal  control  officers.    Handley  reported  that  the  SPCA  is 
waiting  for  the  proper  forms  to  be  printed.    Thus  far  police  officers  have  issued  ap- 
proximately 50  citations  for  dogs  off  leashes  primarily  in  the  Golden  Gate  Park. 

Differential  License  Law 

Senator  Nejedley's  bill  to  provide  at  least  half-price  license  for  altered  pets 
goes  into  effect  Jan.  1,  197^°    It  should  be  enforced  with  the  next  licensing  period 
this  July,  197^ »    A  suggested  difference  was  $3  for  altered  and  $10  for  unaltered. 
Dr0  Braff  will  issue  a  press  release  with  this  suggested  difference  and  ask  for  public 
opinion. 

Quarterly  Report 

A  quarterly  report  will  be  sent  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  covering  Oct.,  Nov,,  Dec 
Ornitrol 

Handley  gave  a  report  on  Ornitrol  based  on  research  through  several  European  cities 
that  havo  used  ito    The  general  consensus  is  that  it  is  difficult  to  administer.  The 
City  is  better  off  with  a  good  humane  trapping  program,  but  thus  far  we  have  received 
no  word  of  cooperation  from  Mr.  Constable  to  inspect  the  program.    CAO  is  helping  us.

Grand  Jury  Report 

The  Grand  Jury  issued  a  one  page  report  on  the  enforcement  of  animal  control  laws. 
The  SF-SPCA  signed  a  contract  at  $3§,023  a  month  that  became  effective  Sept.,  1973. 
Ciatation  forms  were  in  the  process  of  being  printed  and  were  expected  to  arrive  after 
January  1,  1971;  •    The  Commission  expressed  concern  that  proceeds  from  the  citation  pro- 
grams were  to  offset  the  cost  of  enforcement.    The  City  is  spending  $35,023  for  the  last 
six  months  and  no  revenue  is  coming  in  from  citations  to  pay  for  the  animal  control  costs. 

Citation  Program 

Chairman  Siegel  called  the  SF-SPCA  to  inquire  when  the  citation  program  is  expected 
to  begin  and  was  told  they  are  still  waiting  for  the  forms  to  be  printed  and  men  to  be 
deputized.    It  was  brought  out  by  Toni  Lowenthal,  a  spectator  and  receiver  of  a  misde- 
meanor violation  for  her  dog  off  the  leash,  that  at  present  it  costs  more  to  be  cited  with 
your  dog  off  the  leash  in  your  presence  than  to  have  your  dog  running  loose  and  picked  up. 
A  citation  violation  can  cost  $10,  but  you  can  reclaim  your  dog  at  the  SPCA  for  less. 
Chairman  Siegel  will  ask  the  SPCA  if  they  intend  to  cite  owners  of  loose  dogs  when  the 
owners  come  to  pick  up  their  animals.     (Note:  After  the  meeting  Siegel,  Mahy  and  Handley 
met  with  Judge  Reynolds  who  will  look  into  changing  violation  from  misdemeanor  to  infraction. ) 
Budget 

The  Finance  Committee  approved  a  budget  for  the  Commission  for  $3»927  until  Jui.o. 
This  budget  will  allow  the  Commission  to  hire  a  part-time  secretary.     If  any  Commissioners 
know  of  any  possibilities  please  contact  Chairman  Siegel  who  will  help  them  to  take  the 
necessary  Civil  Service  test.     The  budget  also  allows  for  expenses  of  telephone  and  postage. 
Office  space  for  the  Commission  is  at  101  Grove  St.,  Room  207.     It  is  hoped  the  office 
can  begin  functioning  in  March.

On  March  29  >  197U3  the  Board  of  Supervisors  reported  that  the  Health  and  Environment 
Committee  met  on  March  26,  197hf  to  consider  the  proposed  ordinance  amending  the  Park  Coco, 
to  prohibit,  with  certain  exceptions,  the  disturbance  or  destruction  of  animals,  birds  or 
fish.    When  the  item  was  called  there  was  no  one  present  to  represent  the  Animal  Control  and 
Welfare  Commission  so  the  matter  was  continued  to  the  next  meeting  of  Health  ar.d  Environ- 
ment Committee,  which  will  be  held  Tuesday,  April  23,  197U.    The  Committee  requests  that 
a  representative  of  the  Commission  be  in  attendance  at  that  time  to  answer  any  questions 
the  Committee  may  have  regarding  the  ordinance.    The  Board  of  Suoervisors'  proposal  of 
amendment  would  shift  responsibility  of  trapping  of  moles,  rodents  and  other  destruc- 
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Amendment  to  Sec.  it8  of  Parle  Code  c ontinued 

small  animals  from  the  Parle  and  Rec.  Dept.  to  the  Public  Health  Dept.    Mr.  O'Donnell 
reported  that  Dr.  Curry  was  present  at  the  meeting  and  was  opposed  to  going  to  another 
City  Dept.  for  the  trapping  of  such  animals  which  are  so  destructive  to  valuable  park 
plants.    It  was  recommended  that  the  City  Government  Committee  procure  a  copy  of  the 
ordinance  from  Mr.  O'Donnell.    In  order  to  have  a  recommendation  ready  for  the  Health 
and  Environment  Committee  meeting  of  April  23,  1971;,  the  City  Government  Committee  will 
meet  at  3  P»IT»  on  April  18 ,  197k,  to  prepare  their  recommendations  for  the  meeting  of 
full  Animal  Control  Commission  at  k  P.M.  on  April  18,  197k* 

Marin  Humane  Education  Center 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  reported  March  12,  197U,  that  Supervisor  Quentin  Kopp  advised 
his  colleagues  of  the  Marin  Humane  Education  Center's  interest  in  extending  operations  to 
encompass  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  suggested  it  might  be  investigated  in 
view  of  dissatisfaction  with  the  SPCA  operation.    However,  the  Board  was  not  interested. 


City  and  County  of  S.F.  Police  Dept.  letter  to  Judge  Raymond  J.  Reynolds,  dated 
Feb.  28,  197^,  advised  that  the  original  procedure  of  full  processing — printing  and 
photographing — prior  to  a  court  appearance  for  initial  violations  of  Animal  Control 
Ordinance  has  been  abandoned.    However,  a  single  thumb  print  on  citation  and  another 
taken  on  hearing,  for  identification  purposes  only, — protecting  both  citizen  and  Police 
Dept. — is  now  being  followed. 

Mr.  Anson  reported  that  183  citations  have  been  issued  thus  far.    The  Police  Captain 
at  Mission  Station  is  reluctant  to  get  further  involved. 

Deputy  Officers 

In  answer  to  Thomas  Mellon 's  request  for  clarification  of  citation  powers  of  the 
City's  Animal  Control  Officer  and  his  deputies,  City  Attorney  Thomas  O'Connor  reported 
on  Feb.  25,  197^:  A  recently  passed  State  law  granted  local  agencies  the  authority  to 
empower  animal  control  officers  to  issue  citations  to  appear  in  court,  with  the  exception 
that  they  may  not  be  authorized  to.  take  any  person  into  custody.    San  Francisco  Municipal 
Code  empowers  the  Animal  Control  Officer  and  deputies  to  enforce  provisions  of  certain 
sections  of  the  Municipal  Code.    There  is  a  specific  provision  relating  to  citation  powers 
for  violations  of  certain  sections  of  the  Health  Code,  using  the  term  "arresting  officer". 
That  term  could  be  interpreted  to  include  deputy  animal  control  officer.    The  provision 
additionally  authorizes  such  a  deputy  to  take  into  custody  an  offender  of  the  Municipal 
Code.    This  is  specifically  prohibited  by  State  legislation.    The  "dog  leash"  provision 
is  included  in  section  93£.    In  effect:  deputy  animal  control  officers  are  empowered  only 
to  issue  citations  to  appear  in  court  for  violations  of  Animal  Control  Ordinance. 

Dog  Exercise  Areas

Sec.  U8  and  its  proposed  amendment 

Sec .  US  of  the  Park  Code  prohibits  disturbing  animals,  birds,  fish,  etc.,  in 
San  Francisco  park  and  recreation  areas.    As  written,  this  section  precludes  the 
Park  Department's  carrying  out  its  function  adequately  as  tender  of  park  areas.  Due 
to  the  damage  to  certain  plants  and  lawns,  the  Park  Department  finds  it  necessary 
to  trap  destructive  animals,  whenever  and  wherever  necessary,  by  the  most  humane,  econ- 
omical and  effective  method.    The  Department  has  a  qualified  exterminator  who,  upon 
requisition,  executes  the  trapping  of  moles,  gophers,  rats,  racoons,  squirrels,  etc. 

The  proposed  amendment  to  Sec.  1*8  would  transfer  the  responsibility  for  trapping 
to  the  Public  Health  Dept.    The  Park  Dept.  has  at  present  the  permission  of  the 
Public  Health  Dept.  to  persue  this  work.    Mr.  Schindel  asked  if  the  trapper  could  be 
transferred  to  the  Health  Dept.    Dr.  Braff  said  the  Health  Department  has  no  special 
knowledge  of  trapping.    He  suggested  that:  the  Animal  Control  Officer  be  named  in  the 
amendment  as  qualified  to  execute  trappings;  "trappings"  be  modified  to  be  "in  a 
humane  way" ;  all  animals  "live  trapped"  be  transported  to  Animal  Control  Center,  ex- 
cept squirrels  which  would  be  relocated  in  the  park  system.    Mr.  O'Donnell  suggested: 
eliminating  that  portion  that  requires  permission  of  the  Health  Dept.  to  trap  animals, 
especially  "office  employees,  agents,  — ",  lines  10,  11,  12;  stipulating  "live  trap- 
ped" animals  be  transported  to  Animal  Center,  except  squirrels  which  are  relocated  to 
another  park  facility;  trapping  be  done  in  a  humane  and  efficient  manner.    In  effect, 
this  has  been  the  procedure  of  the  Park  Dept.    Dr.  Braff  pointed  out  that  Sec.  IS 
was  written  for  protection  against  the  general  public  but  some  provision  should  be 
made  so  the  Park  Dept.  is  able  to  function. 


Animals  involved  and  procedure  for  trapping 

The  regular  gardeners  have  jurisdiction  over  trapping  of  gophers  and  moles. 
The  Victor  trap,  designed  with  steel  jaws,  is  placed  in  the  gopher  run,  a  tunnel  6 
to  8  inches  underground  through  which  the  gopher  travels »    As  the  gopher  progresses 
through  the  run,  he  eventually  reaches  the  trap  and  inevitably  trips  the  steel  jaws, 
which  immediately  clamp  into  his  body  and  cause  instant  death.    Ms.Handley  proposed 
the  Kona  Bear  trap  which  breaks  the  neck  instantly,  but  due  to  the  sandy  terrain,  and 
the  fact  that  the  gopher  pushes  dirt  ahead  of  him  as  he  progresses,  there  is  the 
possibility  of  dirt's  fouling  the  mechanism  and  merely  maiming  rather  than  killing 
instantly.    Bait  can  be  used  only  in  secluded  areas  because  of  dogs  and  children.  Gas 
in  the  "runs"  cannot  always  be  used  because  of  damage  to  plant  life.    The  "live  trap" 
utilizes  a  spring  door  which  closes  behind  the  animal,  inflicting  no  injury.  Squirrels 
are  "live  trapped"  and  relocated  to  other  park  areas.    Skunks,  racccns,  cats,  Etc., 
are  "live  trapped"  and  immediately  transported  to  Animal  Control  Center.    Rabbits  are 
not  trapped  as  so  far  they  present  no  problem.    However,  their  number  is  on  the  in- 
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Animals  are  trapped  only  when  and  where  they  present  a  threat  to  flowers,  lawns, 
etc.    Strybing  Arboretum  and  athletic  fields  are  the  areas  with  which  the  Park  has 
most  concern.  Valuable  plants  and  flowers  in  the  arboretum  would  be  destroyed;  athletic 
fields  would  become  riddled  with  holes,  causing  liability  for  personal  damage.  Rats 
are  usually  confined  to  water  areas,  namely  the  Boathouse  at  Stow  Lake.    Racoons  are 
occasionally  trapped  in  golf  courses  and  Palace  of  Fine  Arts.    These  trappings  are 
ordered  as  often  as  is  necessary  to  maintain  park  property.    Animals  in  other  park 
areas,  as  Ft.  Miley,  etc.,  present  no  threat  and  normally  are  not  trapped. 

In  an  effort  to  more  fully  illustrate  the  trapping  practices  of  the  Park  Dept. 
Mr.  O'Donnell  scheduled  a  field  trip.    Participating  commissioners  will  meet  at 
McClaren  Lodge,  9:30  A.M.,  May  7,  197hf  Tuesday.

Vicious  Dogs 

The  Animal  Commission  meeting  of  l/3/7k  revealed  that  when  the  new  Animal  Control 
Ordinance  was  drafted  and  sent  to  the  City  Attorney's  Office,  the  section  relating  to 
vicious  dogs  had  not  been  included.    Since  there  was  nothing  in  the  new  ordinance  re- 
garding vicious  dogs  the  Health  and  Environment  Committee  suggested  this  be  rectified. 
The  proposal  that  Mr.  Stark  consult  with  Mr.  Moscone  on  this  matter  was  accepted  but 
nothing  was  done.    The  Animal  Commission  should  correspond  with  Supervisor  Xopp  and  ask 
that  appropriate  action  be  taken. 

Finder  Clause 

It  was  recommended  that  a  letter,  amending  the  Finder  Clause  of  Health  Code  1|1.91 
to  read:  "shall  release"  instead  of  "may  release"  be  sent  to  Supervisor  Kopp. 

Finalization  of  draft  for  proposed  amendment  to  Sec.  1+8  of  Park  Code 

Commissioner  Handley's  suggested  amendment  was  accepted  with  the  proviso  that  the 
"Board  of  Supervisors"  be  supplanted  by  "Animal  Control  Commission".    Mr.  O'Donnell 
pointed  out  that  the  Park  Department  cannot  operate  through  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  as 
action  may  have  to  be  taken  immediately,  as  in  the  case  of  rabid  animals.    Consensus  of 
the  Commission  was  that  the  Park  Dept.  should  be  able  to  take  immediate  steps  to  destroy 
any  animal  that  was  obviously  a  hazard,  or  dangerous  threat,  to  humans  or  other  animals. 
The  Park  Department,  following  such  emergency  action,  shall  file  within  one  week  a  written 
report  to  the  Animal  Commission,  outlining  in  detail  the  conditions  under  which  it  acted. 
The  Animal  Commission  will  take  action  if  not  in  accord  with  the  Park  Dept.  decision. 
The  City  Government  Committee  will  draft  model  legislation  at  their  May  7,  197U,  meeting 
at  McLaren  Lodge.    After  final  approval  by  the  City  Attorney's  Office,  the  proposed 
amendment  will  be  sent  to  Supervisor  Kopp  in  time  for  the  Health  and  Environment  meeting 
of  May  30,  I9lk. 

Rules  and  Regulations of ^Animal  Control  Commission 

Dr.  Braff  suggested  that  if  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Animal  Commission  cannot 
be  found,  the  General  Acminstration  and  Policy  Committee  compile  a  new  set.

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S.F. Examiner  article  re:  SPCA  citations 

Kr.  Anson  read"  an  article-  which  appeared  in  the  S.F. Examiner  last  week  of  April,  197U, 
regarding  the  50  citations  SPCA  issued  in  past  month  to  owners  of  stray  dogs.    It  explained 
that  the  first  pick-up  of  dog  results  in  mere  warning.    Citations  are  issued  on  second 
offense.    If  the  first  paper  is  ignored  a  bench  warrant  is  issued.    Fines  can  run  from 
$10.00  for  1st:  $25. 00  for  2nd;  $50.00  for  each  additional  charge.    When  the  anir.al  is 
retrieved  the  owner  has  to  pay  a  $5.00  redemption  fee,  plus  $1.50  a  day  board,  plus  05.CO 
license  if  dog  does  not  already  have  one. 

Duplication  of  Licensing  for  Dog  Kennels 

The  Animal  Commission  has  received  complaints  of  duplication  of  Kennel  license  fees — 
$50.00  by  the  Animal  Control  Officer  and  $50.00  by  the  Public  Health  Dept.    The  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  charter  provides  that  services  be  offset  by  license  fees.  The 
Health  Dept.  fee  includes  initial  inspection  of  construction  and  sanitation  conditions  of 
premises  and  subsequent  periodical  sanitation  inspections.    What  services  are  rendered 
by  the  Animal  Control  Officer  is  obscure.    It  is  presumed  it  would  include  periodical 
inspections  to  assure  humane  treatment  in  the  operation  of  business.    Ho  copy  of  agreement 
is  available  in  Commission  files.    It  is  recommended  that  the  City  Government  committee 
meet  with  the  Animal  Control  Officer  and  report  findings  to  the  Commission.    Kennel  fees 
apply  to  Veterinary  Hospitals  also,  since  definition  of  Kennel  is  any  enclosed  premise 
maintaining  3  or  more  dogs  over  6  months  old. 

Diversion  of  squirrels  from  Park  to  Public  Health  Hosp.  for  experimental  purposes 

Mr.  Many  reported  a  complaint  that  squirrels  were  being  diverted  to  Public  Health 
Hospital  for  experimental  purposes.    Mr.  0'Donnell  assured  the  Commission  the  Park  Dept. 
was  ncrb  engaged  in  this  activity.    Dr.  Braff  said  several  years  ago  a  research  program 
involving  combing  squirrels  and  using  the  fleas  in  experiments  was  carried  on  but  was 
discontinued  3  years  ago. 

Proposed  psychological  behavioral  research  program  at  S.F.  Zoo 

Commissioner  Handley  reported  that  S.F.  State  students,  under  the  direction  of  Bob 
McMorris,  zoologist,  are  about  to  embark  on  a  psychological  behavioral  research  program 
using  zoo  animals.  Guidelines  are  set  by  Mr.  McMorris.    She  feels  the  Commission  should 
know  more  about  these  activities  and  perhaps  set  up  official  guidelines.    Since  outsiders 
are  not  welcome  at  research  projects  she  recommended  that  City  Government  Committee 
draft  a  letter  to  Jack  Spring,  with  carbon  copies  to  Bob  McMorris  and  Kr.  0'Dormell.  If 
Mr.  0'Donnell  is  not  satisfied  with  the  set-up  he  will  take  necessary  measures.    Ms.  Handley 
is  apprehensive  about  the  study's  creating  aggressive  situations  and  exploitation  of  zoo 
animals.    Kr.  0'Donnell  is  confident  no  group  will  be  able  to  go  too  far  in  the  Zoo. 

Animal  Control  Commission  representation  at  Health  and  Environment  Cor 


In  order  to  eliminate  confusion  at  Health  and  Environment  meetings,  it  was  recommended 
by  Dr.  Braff  that  participating  commissioners  abide  by  the  decision  set  down  previously 
by  the  Commission.    If  one  has  doubts  he  should  ask  for  a  minority  opinion  to  be  included 
at  commission  meeting.    Since  the  Commission  decision  is  sent  to  Health  &  Environment 
Committee  in  preparation  for  that  Committee's  meeting,  any  further  argument  on  the  part 
of  the  Commission  at  this  point  is  most  disconcerting.    Personal  ideas  beyond  those 
agreed  upon  by  the  Commission  should  be  submitted  to  the  Committee  by  personal  letter. 

SPCA  negligence  complaint 

lis.  Handley  reported  on  a  case  which  came  to  her  attention — involving  a  dog  injured 
on  the  street  and  taken  to  SPCA.    Extensive  damage  was  done  to  the  eyas (visibly  so)  but 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  animal  arrived  the  animal  shelter  after  the  veterinarian  was  off 
duty,  medical  attention  was  not  given  until  Monday,  2  days  later.    Resulting  blindness 
Could  Si&sre  beeii  prevented  with  immediate  attention,  according  to  the  ecctrr.    The  owner 
did  not  have  the  opportunity  to  get  the  animal  to  medical  facilities  since  she  was  told  en 
her  first  call  to  the  shelter  that  her  dog  was  net  on  the  premises,  but  "you  can  come  ccwa 
and  look".    Uext  day  she  called  and  mentioned  that  his  license  was  of  Marin  Co.  registry, 
men  she  was  told  the  animal  was  in  the  back  of  the  shelter. 
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Quarantine  of  dogs  subsequent  to  biting 

Discussions  following  the  report  made  of  a  complaint  regarding  "dog  bites  dog" 
revealed  that  damages  from  such  incidents  constitute  a  Civil  case.    The  biting  animal 
is  quarantined  if  a  human  is  involved;  if  dog  bites  dog,  the  bitten  animal  is  quarantined, 
and  automatically  released  after  10  days.    Dr.  Braff  states  that  as  it  now  stands  the 
quarantine  is  a  punitive  measure  only. 

Board  of  Supervisors 1  caucus  for  membership  action 

Supervisor  Kopp,  in  his  letter  of  April  2k}  197k,  advised  that  he  was  requesting  the 
President  of  the  Board  to  schedule  a  caucus  as  soon  as  possible  to  take  up  the  appointment 
of  one  more  commissioner  and  the  expiration  of  the  terms  of  the  other  commissioners.

Ms.  Handley  reported  that  Marin  Humane  Society  has  received  many  letters 
from  San  Francisco  residents  expressing  interest  in  their  operations'  being 
extended  to  San  Francisco.    Mr.  Gill  seemed  optomistic  that  the  M.H.S.  Board 
might- consider  the  possibility  at  their  next  meeting,  June  20,  1974. 

Solicitation  of  an  Animal  Control  Officer  is  in  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
S.F.  Board  of  Supervisors.    The  matter  might  be  initiated  by  a  letter  to 
Mr.  Kopp.    Any  decision  would  have  to  result  from  discussion  between  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  and  Health  and  Invironment  Committee, 

Report  from  Committees — Private  Sector 

Mr.  Mahy  reported  on  Private  Sector  meeting  of  May  16,  1974.     Request  was 
made  for  guidelines  for  procedure  in  carrying  out  duties  of  the  Committee. 

It  was  suggested  the  Committee  utilize  possible  GPO  literature.  The 
Agriculture  Dept.  might  be  source  of  material  about  regulations  on  laboratory 
animals  used  for  experimental  work.    Animal  Control  Ordinance  outlines  require- 
ments of  private  pet  owners.    A  survey  of: Humane  groups  (Pets  Unlimited,  etc.) 
L-  how  they  operate,  how  much  free  care  is  available,  adoption  requirements; 

.  Pet  Hospitals,  Shelters  and  other  organizations  —  their  facilities  and  what 
they  give  and  under  what  conditions  and  what  each  is  doing;  **  Horses — who 
oversees  the  operation; will  educate  members  of  the  Committee  and  the  data  on 
file  in  office  will  benefit  the  entire  Commission.    Armed  with  facts  and  figures 
the  Committee  could  then  approach  Pet  Shops,  etc.,  to  see  if  they  are  operating 
in  accordance  with  existing  rules. 

At  the  Committee  meeting  Mr.  Roche  suggested  a  letter  to  Pet  Shops,  etc., 
inviting  them  to  attend  meetings  of  Commission  that  might  be  of  interest  or 
concern  to  them.     This  will  be  delayed  at  least  until  the  Committee  is  more 
organized  and  educated.     The  proposed  press  meeting,  with  Chairman  Siegel  and 
Committee  present,  was  vetoed  as  this  might  constitute  a  quorum  and  necessitate 
a  public  meeting. 

Committee  Report — Public  Sector 

Ms.  Handley  reported  meeting  at  McLaren  Lodge  to  inspect  traps.  The 
Victor  trap  used  by  the  Park  Department  proved  to  produce  instant  kill,  leaving 
no  chance  for  suffering  animals. 

It  was  suggested  that  the  Committee  look  into  areas  and  duties  of  agencies 
under  Public  Sector.    Any  suspect  matters  could  be  dealt  with  later. 
Mr.  O'Donnell's  secretary  has  telephone  numbers  of  city  organizations.  A 
Public  Sector  meeting  will  be  held  June  17,  1974,  8  P.M.  at  Avenue  Pet  Hospital 
office. 

Commission  Rules  and  Regulations 

The  proposed  amended  Rules  and  Regulations  read  and  passed. 

Changes  in  Animal  Control  Ordinance 

Although  he  felt  changes  were  needed,  Mr.  Mahy  suggested  deferring  any 
recommendations  until  the  Private  Sector  Committee  was  solidly  organized.

Rules  and  Regulations  of  Commission 

Rules  and  Regulations  as  amended  June  6,  read;  further  amended  to  read: 
"first  working  Thursday",  page  2,  Sec.  1;  approved. 

Mr.  Eugene  Sander,  SPCA  representative  to  Commission  meeting 

Mr.  Sander's  presence  at  the  Commission  meeting  proved  valuable  as  he 
was  able  to  answer  Commissioners'   questions  regarding  practices  of  the  Animal 
Control  Officer. 

Although  the  Commission  had  hoped  that  the  monthly  report  from  SPCA  to 
CAO  would  include  the  specific  number  of  animals  "picked  up"  as  arainst  those 
"held  by  people",  no  record  of  this  breakdown  is  kept  by  SPCA. 

Commissioner  Handley  Questioned  the  validity  of  the  reports  she  receives 
from  the  public  that  SPCA  does  not  nick  up  licensed  strays.     According  to 
Mr.  Sander,  SPCA  does  not  differentiate.     Revenue  comes  from  licensed  strays 
rather  than  unlicensed.     No  separate  tally  is  kept  of  "licensed"  and  "un- 
licensed" . 

It  is  the  practice  of  SPCA  to  ask  that  people  confine  an  animal  for 
pick-up  unless  it  is  biting  people.     It  is  not  practical  to  respond  to  calls 
when  animal  is  at  large,  as  dog  would  have  disappeared  by  the  time  the  Of- 
ficer arrived.     Since  the  new  contract,   and  an  increase  of  men  and  vehicles, 
SPCA  has  been  more  active. 

Public  Sector  Committee  Report 

The  question  of  where  lay  the  responsibility  of  advising  dog  owners  that 
State  lav;  required  at  least  50,"£  reduction  in  197^  license  fee  for  altered 
animals  was  discussed  at  the  last  meeting. 

Early  renewals  through  SPCA  were  not  advised  of  reduction.     Press  re- 
leases went  out  too  late  for  early  arrlicants.     The  Tax  Collector's  insert  in 
155*000  water  bills  failed  to  reach  many  animal  owners  since  apartment 
dwellers  usually  pay  no  water  bill.     Water  bills  are  issued    "or  a  2  month 
period  so  many  notices  arrived  in  July,  too  late  for  those  who  h~-d  already 
renewed. 

The  Tax  Collector's  insert  specified  that  in  order  to  take  advantage  of 
this  reduction  "one  must  brine:  to  the  office  of  the  Tax  Collector  a  certifi- 
cate,  etc.".     Sec.  215  of  Animal  Ordinance  reads:    "in  the  event  a  certifies  te 
is  presented  from  a  licensed  veterinarian,   etc.".     It  was  felt  that  ""brin~" 
suggested  "in  person"  and  "present"  might  be     fulfilled  b'y  sending  to  the  Tax 
UollecTJOr  a  xeroxed  cony  of  certificate. 
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The  intent  of  this  bill  was  to  make  a  reduction  in  fee  attractive  enough 
to  encourage  more  owners  to  have  their  animals  altered.     If  the  certificate 
must  be  brought  in  person,   the  expense  of  so  doing  might  exceed  the  s32.50  re- 
duction.    The  Commission's  proposal  of  an  .';8.00  fee  reduced  to  #3»00  would 
have  provided  more  incentive.     The  reduced  ^5-00  license,  incidentally,  has 
not  shown  that  much  increase  in  licenses  issued.     So  far,  according  to  SPCA, 
they  number  31 > 000  which  is  about  the  same  as  other  years.     Next  count  will 
be  taken  July  15. 

SPCA  says  they  conducted  door  to  door  canvas  and  gave  out  news  release. 
Mr.  Sander  will  check  to  see  that  subseouent  notices  have  proper  notification. 

The  question  of  complaints  that  one  must  pay  $5-00  for  a  license  when 
claiming  his  own  or  adopting  a  dog  from  SPCA  was  raised.     Ms.  Handley  thought 
some  system  should  be  worked  out  whereby  only  $2.50  would  be  charged  if  the 
animal  was  altered. 

According  to  Mr.  Sander,  in  cases  of  adopted  females  proof  of  slaving 
is  not  conclusive.     In  cases  of  ovmers  claiming  their  animal,  proof  of  alter- 
ing must  be  submitted  to  Tax  Collector  for  reduction  in  fee  as  SPCA  does  not 
issue  licences,  but  merely  collects  money. 

Chairman  Siegel  suggested  persuing  the  above  matter  further  and  writing 
a  letter  to  Supervisor  Kopp  regarding  responsibility  of  notification  of 
license  fee  reduction  and  clarification  of  manner  in  which  the  certificate 
must  come  to  the  attention  of  the  Tax  Collector.     It  is  hoped  that  these 
'matters  can  be  included  on  the  Health  &  Environment  Committee  calendar  soon 
and  satisf actorilly  resolved  for  the  1975  licenses. 

Commissioner  Handley  advised  that  meeting  attendance  was  poor  and  offered 
to  relinquish  her  chairmanship  to  Mr.  Radetich.     Mr.  Radetich  declined  as  he 
felt  Ms.  Handley  was  more  qualified.     Since  Mr.  Schindell  has  not  attended 
meetings  for  some  time  Chairman  Siegel  will  call  to  see  if  he  is  still  inter- 
ested.    Mr.  Anson's  offer  of  assistance  to  Ms.  Handley  was  accepted. 

Since  no  more  than  2  members  is  necessary  to  make  a  decision,   it  was 
suggested  that  the  Committee  continue  its  work  with  City  Departments  dealing 
with  animals.     The  Commission  office  will  make  necessary  appointments.  vJeak 
areas  in  the  Animal  Ordinance  should  be  explored  and  brought  to  the  attention 
of  the  Commission.     It  is  hoped  that  the  Vicious  Dog  and  Finder  Clause  be 
included  in  the  next  Health  &  Environment  Committee  calendar. 

One  question  raised  by  the  Committee  was  performance  of  the  Pigeon 
Control  Contract.     An  appointment  with  CAO  will  be  made  to  investigate  the 
status  of  this  activityc 

Private  Sector  Committee  Peoort 

Sgt.  Roche  submitted  his  letter  intended  for  Press,  Pet  Shops  and  other 
Pet  Organizations,  outlining  the  purpose  of  the  Animal  Commission  and  sug- 
gesting that  representatives  of  animal  organizations  meet  with  the  Committee 
to  discuss  mutually  beneficial  ruidelines  for  handling  animals  in  San  Francisco 
Commissioner  Mahy  also  su^n-ested  calling  on  any  pet  installations  suspected  of 
violations  of  the  Animal  Ordinance. 

Fred  Methner  letter  on  his  proposed  Volunteer  Civilian  Conserve--1' on 

Hp.  Kethner's  letter  of  July  11,  directed  to  Animal  Control    ■  welfare 
Commission,  proposed  a  Volunteer  Civilian  Conservation  Corps  delegated  to 
carry  our  the  duties  allegedly  not  being  performed  by  the  Police  Dent,  and 
Animal  Control  Officer  in  enforcement  of  Leash  and  other  Laws0 

It  was  agreed  that  while  Mr.  Methner' s  views  and  sentiments  mvaht  he 
shareri  by  many,   the  general  public  might  not  rear  end  well  to  volunteers 1 
attempting  to  execute  official  duties.     Chairman  Siegel  recommended  reserva- 
tion of  judrment  until  more  details  of  the  plan  are  available. 
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As  for  performance  by  SPCA,  Mr.  Sander  stated  that  100  citations  and 
a  few  bench  warrants  were  issued  since  month  of  April.  Citizens  tend  to 
disregard  citations. 

Commissioner  Handley  pointed  out  that  the  Defecation  section  of  the 
Ordinance  was  not  included  in  the  Animal  Control  Contract  therefore  was  not 
being  enforced.     Mr.  Sander  reminded  that  SPCA  acts  as  a  Humane  Organization; 
other  areas  that  fall  in  Health  and  Police  catagories  are  diverted  to  them. 

Low-cost  Spay  Program 

Since  only  welfare  recipients  qualify  for  Soay  Foundation  monies, 
Ms.  Handley  feels  there  is  need  for  a  low-cost  spay  program,  financed  by 
license  fees  diverted  to  the  General  Fund. 

Chairman  Siesrel  stated  that  existing  spay  clinics  are  not  getting  the 
response  from  people  that  was  hoped  for.     The  argument  that  veterinarians 
are  opposing  the  idea  for  personal  financial  reasons  was  refuted  by  zhe  fact 
that  veterinarians  are  not  only  employers  but  also  employees.     They  favor 
the  development  of  the  chemical  contraceptive,  which  mi~ht  be  financed  by 
license  revenues,  instead  of  using  this  money  to  alter  an  insignificant 
number  of  animals.     Out  of  the  100,000  spayed  in  California,  the  question 
arises:  how  many  would  have  been  done  without  the  clinic  program. 

Conflict  of  Interest  Law 

According  to  City  AttyConflict  of  Interest  Law  applies  to  Animal  Con- 
trol and  Welfare  Commissioners.     Since  the  Commission  represents  all  citi- 
zens,  the  Commissioners  must  approach  matters  with  an  open  mind.  Recommenda- 
tions approved  by  the  Commission  as  a  whole  should  not  be  diminished  by 
private  lobbying  of  a  Commissioner  for  an  opposite  point  of  view.     If  a 
Commissioner  is  actively  dedicated  to  a  cause  in  opposition  to  consensus  of 
the  Commission,  conflict  of  interest  prevails. 

Senate  Bill  No.  1766— Live  Wild  Animals 

On  August  9,  1974- ,  9  A.M.  to  5  P.M.,  Veteran's  Memorial  Bldg. , 
San  Francisco,  the  Department  of  Interior  is  holding  a  hearincc  on  the  prooosi 
tion  to  prohibit  wild  animals  as  pets  and  experimental  research  subjects. 
The  same  ordinance  the  Commission  brought  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  a 
local  level  is  now  being  proposed  federally.  The  Animal  Commission's  proposal 
was  not  finalized  because  it  was  superceded  by  a  State  Bill. 

In  answer  to  Ms.  Handley' s  request  that  the  Commission  be  representee 
at  this  meeting,  Dr.  Siegel  said  the -Commission  could  recommend  to  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  that  they  show  interest  in  this  legislation,  but  until  we 
know  what  the  bill  is  we  can't  lend  Commission  support.     Ms.  Handley  will 
send  copies  for  distribution  among  Commissioners.

Mr.  Sander  feels  civilians  should  cite  if  dog  is  not  on  leash,  as  by  the 
time  SPCA  arrives  the  scene  the  dog  is  gone.     Sgt.  O'Connor  says  Police  Dept. 
calls  SPCA  on  loose  dogs.  Commissioner  O'Donnell  says  that  in  Lafayette  Square 
owners  with  dogs  are  cited  on  Leash  Law  but  nothing  is  being  done  about  loose 
doers.     SPCA  patrols,  especially  in  the  6  to  8  A.N.  oeriod,  have  netted  ^any 
dogs,  but  SPCA  realizes  only  about  20%  return  on  citations.  According  to 
Commissioner  O'Donnell,  the  marshals  on  the  Golf  Course  do  get  involved  with 
arguments  but  they  have  the  backing  of  authority  by  way  of  identified  carts.

Commissioner  Howe  noted  it  provided  for  the  "Di^0^^"^"^        Public  Health 
to  take  stens  as  needed.     S'PTA.  has  no  authority  to  ^-pv^  animals  from  private 
homes.     P.H.  has  no  author  it-"-  to  take  action  on  first  bite.     On  second  bite 
P.H.  hps  authority  to  have  SPCA  take  action.    Mr.'  Sander  felt  "impoundment" 
indicated:  custody  ^or  purpose  of  rabies  study. 

A  City  map  showing  dog  bites  (to  other  than  owners)  for  the  past  ^  or  6 
weeks  was  shown.

~       The  high  citation  figures  for  Park  and  Richmond  Stations  are  due  to  the 
activity  of  mounted  police  in  those  areas. 

In  order  to  preclude  possible  "dismissals  by  judges"  and  "no  action  by 
District  Attorney",  uniformity  in  disposition  of  citations  should  be  more 
definitive.    A  meeting  with  the  D.A.  was  proposed  and  motion  made  and  passed 
to  send  letter  to  Judge  Reynolds  to  set  standard  procedure. 

SPCA  NEIGHBORHOOD  CITY  SWEEPS 

"Suggestion's  on  p'lans  to  effect  regular  city  sweeps  should  be  presented 
in  writing  to  CAO  well  in  advance  of  issuance  of  the  new  contract. 

SEC.  40  NUISANCE  LAW;  SEC;  41.12(a)  LEASH  LAW 

Hews "representatives  present  asked  for  enforcement  plan  for  Animal 
Control  Laws.    Officers  seldom  are  in  a  position  to  witness  violations. 
According  to  the  D.A.  one  witness  can  sign  a  formal  complaint.    Civil  action 
would  ensue. 

The  proposed  printed  form  to  facilitate  such  reporting  was  read.  Signed 
by  a  witness  and  submitted  to  Animal  Control  Commission,  it  would  elicit  a 
letter  of  warning  to  violator.    For  violations  of  Sec.  41.12(a)  a  letter  could 
also  be  sent  out  by  SPCA.    What  action  would  be  taken  by  the  D.A.  on  the  2nd 
violation  will  be  taken  up  with  that  Office  by  Commissioner  Hurley. 

Commissioner  Hurley  will  present  to  Police  Chief  Scott  the  statistical 
figures  on  dog  problems  in  the  city  and  details  of  a  proposed  Police  Dept. 
effort  to  sweep  the  troubled  areas  of  the  city — accompanying  SPCA  deputies—, 
an  action  similar  to  that  taken  2  years  ago  in  the  Sunnydale-Bayview  District, 
A  central  phone  number  would  be  assigned  for  all  dog  complaints.  Outlying 
police  districts  would  relay  daily  reports  to  one  spot*    Physical  pick-ups 
and  citations  would  be  made.    If  necessary  additional  men  from  districts 
would  be  added.    Week-end  rotation  would  give  full-time  coverage.     The  teams 
would  sweep  any  police  problem  areas  reported.    Community  Relations  details 
would  acquaint  all  Neighborhood  Associations  witn  the  plan. 
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Police  Chief  Scott  is  planning  to  issue  publicity  on  the  dog  problem  and 
a  general  order  to  all  police  personnel  advising  of  the  existing  "infraction" 
aspect  of  violations  of  Sec.  41.12(a). 

Commissioner  Anson  wondered  if  it  would  still  be  necessary  to  "hold"  an 
animal  for  SPCA  pick-up.    Mr.  Sander  explained  that  was  necessary  prior  to 
the  present  contract  because  there  was  not  enough  money  to  go  out  with  men 
and  vehicles. 

Motion  to  proceed  with  printing  of  Warning  Form  made  and  passed.  Plans 
for  execution  of  citations  will  be  developed. 

BITING  DOG  AMENDMENT 

The  latest  version  of  the  Biting  Dog  Amendment  read.    Action  on  the  2nd 
bite  was  still  weak.    Commissioner  Hurley  and  Officer  Sugrue  will  meet  with 
Jaime  Sutton,  D.A.  Office,  at  9  A.M.  on  November  8,  to  try  for  stronger  action 
on  the  2nd  bite  so  as  to  prevent  future  bites  by  the  same  animal. 

DOG  EXERCISE  AREAS-- ALTA  PIAZA  PARK 

Commission  reaction  on  the  dog  exercise  area  proposed  for  Alta  Plaza  Park 
varied  from  "with  proper  recepticles  and  restrictions  it  could  accommodate  a 
dog  exercise  run"  to  "it  would  create  inevitable  unsanitary  conditions  and 
loose  dog  hazards  for  children  and  others  who  use  the  park — a  25'  fenced-in 
dirt  area  being  more  suitable".    Other  neighborhood  City  parks  have  been  re- 
quested as  dog  runs  but  without  proper  supervision  and  adherence  to  restric- 
tions the  areas  would  become  unsuitable  for  general  recreational  use. 

It  was  conceded  that  the  2  Dog  Exercise  Areas  set  aside,  Golden  Gate  and 
Buena  Vista  Parks,  are  not  adequate  and  every  effort  should  be  made  to  ac- 
commodate this  form,  of  recreation  as  well  as  tennis,  bowling,  etc.  Providing 
a  pilot  dog  run  on  a  trial  basis  with  R&P  supervision  and  policing  to  see  how 
equitably  it  might  work  out  for  all  park  users  is  being  considered  by  the  Park 
Department. 

Complaints  are  also  received  by  the  Police  Department.    Commissioner  Hurley 
will  see  what  can  be  done  and  suggested  that  in  the  meantime  Commissioners  look 
over  likely  spots  in  their  own  neighborhoods  and  present  their  recommendations 
to  the  R&P  Commission. 

Supervisor  Dianns  Feinstein  has  asked  that  this  sub.iect  be  pursued  and 
Commission  opinions  and  findings  be  submitted  to  her.    Commissioner  Hurley 
asked  for  delay  of  his  report  until  next  Commission  meeting.

After  reading  of  minutes,  Mr.  Methner  asked  if  Officer  Hurley  had 
ever  submitted  his  barking  dog  records  to  the  Commission;  the 
chairman  reported  he  had  not. 

Radetich  questioned  passage  last  meeting  of  approval  of  SPCA 
budget  on  the  basis  of  a  lack  of  quorum.     See  footnote  ** 

Chairman  reported  that  the  search  for  office  space  is  still  pending. 
It  was  reported  that  the  Commission's  budget  for  the  current  year 
is  $8245.00. 

Re:     pitbull  fighting  reported  at  March  meeting,  Chairman  Tonneson 
has  written  a  letter  to  Chief  Gain  but  received  no  reply  to  date.  v.'' 

A  letter  has  gone  from  the  Commission  to  Supervisor  Feinstein 
indicating  the  Commission  wishes  to  review  all  the  animal  ordinances; 
Supervisor  Feinstein  has  replied  she  will  welcome  this  but  would 
oppose  any  "weakening"  of  the  controls,  and  is  disturbed  at 
rumors  she  has  heard  that  the  Commission  is  considering  doing  so. 

Commissioner  Mahy  remarked  that  the  initial  reason  for  establish- 
ing the  Commission  was  for  reasons  of  animal  welfare.  Commissioner 
Radetich  stated  that  control  is  the  overwhelming  problem  in  the 
city. 

A  letter  was  read  from  a  Joyce  Tishler  concerning  complaints  against 
the  Oakland  pound. 

There  was  a  discussion  of  the  meeting  of  March  17  chaired  by  Harvey 
Milk  on  the  subject  of  dog  litter. 

Regarding  membership  of  an  SPCA  representative  on  the  Commission, 
it  was  agreed  the  question  of  conflict  of  interest  will  require 
determination  by  the  City  Attorney's  office. 

At  the  request  of  Commissioner  Mahy  the  Director  of  the  Josephine 
Randall  Junior  Museum  presented  a  rebuttal  to  charges  of  cruelty 
there  brought  by  a  Judith  Whipple. 

A  complaint  was  presented  to  the  Commission  by  a  Patricia  McWiggin 
regarding  maintenance  of  a  biting  dog  which  is  allowed  to  run  free 
in  the  vicinity  of  973%  Church  Street  and  which  has  attacked  her 
dog  as  well  as  various  passers  by.     She  stated  she  had  obtained 
a  civil  judgment  against  the  owner,   Steve  Bicknell,  but  that  he 
was  cited  only  for  leash  law  violation.     Mr.  Avanzino  stated  it 
is  not  practical  to  station  an  animal  control  officer  at  the  site

for  as  long  as  necessary  to  observe  the  animal  in  violation  of  the 
statutes.     Commissioner  Schwabacher  agreed  to  send  a  health 
officer  to  the  premises  to  see  if  there  are  more'  than  the  permitted 
number  of  dogs  being  kept  there. 

There  followed  a  discussion  of  the  proposed  "biting  dog"  ordinance 
sent  over  from  the  Health  &  Environment  Committee  for  the 
Commission's  recommendations.     Commissioner  Schwabacher  reported 
the  figure  on  animal  bites  for  1977  was  1207    (all  animals,  not 
dogs  only) . 

Mr.  Avanzino  reported  10-15  calls  per  day  to  the  SPCA  regarding 
dog  bites,  many  of  which  are  found  to  be  not  valid,  and  some  of 
which  are  bites  from  strays.     179  dogs  per  year  are  quarantined,  120 
as  a  result  of  reported  bites.     He  felt  that  higher  fines  would  not 
result  in  fewer  bites.     Commissioner  Radetich  disagreed,  stating 
that  a  penalty  is  a  deterrent. 

After  lengthy  discussion  the  final  decision  of  the  Commission  was 
to  recommend  as  follows: 

No  change  from  proposed  handling  of  first  bite. 

Second  bite  within  a  year,  without  provocation,   to  be  a 
misdemeanor  with  fine  of  not  less  than  $25  nor  more  than 
$500  and/or  6  months  in  jail. 

Third  bite  within  a  year  of  second  bite,  a  misdemeanor  if 
unprovoked,   fine  to  be  not  less  than  $50  nor  more  than 
$1000,  and/or  six  months  in  jail. 

The  provisions  of  the  proposal  dealing  with  impoundment  and 
possible  destruction  of  the  dog  would  remain  unchanged. 

An  Ad  Hoc  Committee  was  established  for  the  purpose  of  reviewing 
existing  animal  legislation  and  recommending  possible  changes 
which  would  simplify  and/or  clarify  some  of  the  ordinances. 
To  be  included  was  a  proposal  to  ban  the  transporting  of  dogs 
in  open  trucks.     Volunteers  for  the  Committee  were  Commissioners 
Sarrett,  Mahy  and  Kolster,  and  Mrs.   Betty  Rainsford. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  5;05  pm.

Minutes:  of  the  April  meeting  were  read.     Commissioner  Schwabacher 
pointed  out,  with  regard  to  SPCA  statistics  on  dog  bites,   that  the 
figure  of  179  dogs  quarantined  represents  those  quarantined  at  the 
SPCA;  that  the  actual  total  number  of  quarantines  for  1977  was 
1207;   the  discrepancy  represents  those  animals  quarantined  at  home. 

Mr.  Methner  corrected  the  spelling  of  last  month's  complainant 
concerning  a  biting  dog:   from  McWiggin  to  McGuignan. 

Mr.  Methner  asked  for  confirmation  of  the  statement  that  Officer 
Hurley's  barking  dog  statistics  were  never  submitted  to  the  Com- 
mission.    This  was  verified. 

Except  for  these  changes,  the  minutes  were  approved  as  read. 

The  Chairman  then  expressed  thanks  to  Commissioners  who  have  given 
assistance  in  the  Commission  office  during  the  illness  of  Mrs.  Cole, 
and  introduced  the  new  temporary  clerk,  Diane  Walker.     It  was 
announced  that  Mrs.  Cole  is  now  at  home  after  discharge  from  the 
hospital . 

Outgoing  correspondence  was  reviewed,  including  an  April  24  letter 
to  Chief  Gain  asking  for  copies  of  the  Vernali  report.     One  copy 
of  this  report  has  now  been  received  as  of  May  1.     The  report  will 
be  duplicated  by  the  secretary  and  sent  to  those  Commissioners  who 
still  do  not  have  copies.     Mr.   Schroeder  requested  a  special  hearing 
at  the  June  meeting  to  hear  public  testimony  and  discuss  the  report. 
The  Chairman  will  arrange  for  press  invitations  and  will  also 
invite  Chief  Gain  to  attend  the  June  meeting.    Chair  stated  no  need  for  a 
special  meeting  -  regular  Agenda  will  be  restricted  to  this  &  poss.  1  other  item. 
On  April  25  a  letter  was  sent  to  Supervisor  Feinstein  opposing  the 
defunding  of  the  Commission  in  the  event  of  passage  of  Jarvis-Gann. 
It  was  announced  that  the  Rules  Committee  had  suspended  decision 
on  this  matter  pending  outcome  of  the  election. 

A  copy  of  a  letter  from  Supervisor  Milk  to  Virginia  Handley  was 
mentioned,   in  which  Supervisor  Milk  proposes  to  increase  penalties 
for  littering  and  to  require  dog  owners  to  carry  a  container  for 
litter.     He  also  indicates  he  will  try  to  increase  the  number  of 
patrol  officers  and  that  a  central  office  is  needed  for  maximum 
efficiency,   suggesting  the  Police  Department  as  a  possibility, 
but  the  SPCA  to  continue  to  handle  sick  and  stray  animals. 


Letters  of  complaint  were  mentioned  from  a  Mrs.  Frederick  Misewinkle 
on  Turk  Street  re  a  barking  dog,  also  a  Joan  Springson  on  Noe 
Street,  and  one  from  a  Florence  Murray  on  Pacific  Street  re  litter. 
These  letters  were  referred  to  Officer  Hurley  for  investigation/action. 

The  Chairman  will  reply  to  a  letter  from  a  Morro  Bay  Committee  on 
Action  for  Animal  Rights,  inquiring  as  to  the  procedures  of  the 
SFVMA  spay /neuter  program,  which  is  administered  by  the  AC&WC. 

The  SPCA  "Education  Package"  was  described.

Commissioner  Hendricks  raised  a  point  of 
order,   that  inasmuch  as  the  Commission  approved  the  March  minutes 
at  its  April  meeting,  the  proceedings  were  therefore  confirmed  as 
if  all  Commissioners  had  been  present.     The  chair  ruled  that 
inasmuch  as  the  Commission  consisted  of  only  9  members  in  March, 
a  quorum  was  present  if  only  5  members  were  in  attendance.  The 
matter  was  referred  to  the  Ad  Hoc  Legislative  Committee  for  research. 

The  Chair  announced  that  the  new  "barking  dog"  ordinance  had  passed 
the  Supervisors  on  the  second  reading,  and  that  the  "biting  dog" 
ordinance  was  amended  by  them  to  provide  a  penalty  of  $25  on  the 
first  bite.     Officer  Hurley  indicated  there  are  reported  approxi- 
mately 10  second  bites  per  month,  and  a  number  of  third  bites. 

Officer  Hurley  announced  that  he  now  has  a  CETA  assistant,  a 
Bernard  Jung,  who  takes  calls  at  553-1278,  allowing  Officer  Hurley 
approximately  two  more  hours  per  day  in  the  field. 

Mr.  Methner  requested  that  the  Public  Relations  Committee  advise 

newspapers  as  to  the  requirements  of  dog  ownership.  Chair  advised  ex- 
perience of  great  difficulty  in  having  such  material  printed  —  itTs  not  "news". 

Mr.   Schroeder  pointed  out  that  if  $100,500  is  the  present  police 
budget  on  animal  control,   and  that  if  Captain  Taylor  is  correct 
that  in  one  month  there  had  been  two  police  citations,   the  figure 
per  citation  would  work  out  to  $4,187.50. 

Mr.  AVanzino  stated  the  SPCA  figure  for  second  bites  is  about  12  0 
per  year,  and  suggested  the  figures  should  be  made  public  to  show 
the  present  trend  toward  a  reduction  in  the  incidence  of  dog 
bites  since  1974. 

Commissioner  Sarrett  suggested  the  Health  Department  records  be 
changed  to  make  a  distinction  between  bites  dog-to-dog  and  dog- 
to  human.     Commissioner  Schwabacher  will  furnish  the  secretary 
with  Health  Department  bite  records. 

Commissioner  Radetich  moved,  and  it  was  seconded  and  passed,  that 
the  Commission  review  the  statistics  before  they  are  released 
to  the  press. 


Adenda  Item  No.   3.     The  Chair  introduced  Sue  Binder  of  Pets 
Unlimited,  who  reported  on  the  present  situation  at  that  shelter. 
The  problem  of  noise  abatement  there  is  still  in  litigation  and 
Pets  Unlimited  is  at  present  not  permitted  to  conduct  shelter 
operations  there,  only  the  hospital.     Commissioner  Many  moved, 
and  it  was  seconded  and  passed  that  the  Commission  go  on  record 
with  a  letter  of  commendation  to  the  Board  of  Directors  of  Pets 
Unlimited,  emphasizing  that  they  are  a  community  asset  rather 
than  a  nuisance. 

Mr.  Schroeder  announced  that  by  tradition,  dog  license  No.   1  is 
always  issued  to  the  City  Assessor,  and  suggested  that  the 
Commission  ask  for  the  number  to  be  reserved  and  auctioned  or 
raffled  as  a  means  of  raising  funds  for  the  Commission. 

Commissioner  Sarrett  suggested  that  if  license  fees  are  to  be 
raised  again,  owners  be  granted  the  revocable  privilege  of 
walking  their  dogs  off  lead. 

Commissioner  Hendricks  agreed  to  accept  the  Public  Relations 
assignment,  and  moved  that  the  Commission  write  a  strong  letter 
to  Supervisor  Feinstein  protesting  the  fact  that  the  Vernali  report 
was  not  submitted  to  the  Commission  before  its  submission  to  the 
Supervisors.     The  Chair  announced  that  Mr.  Boreman,  the  Clerk  of 
the  Board,  has  promised  to  send  animal  related  matters  to  the 
Commission  before  they  are  referred  to  committee. 

Agenda  Item  No.   5.     Jarvis-Gann  Initiative.     It  was  determined  that 
no  action  should  be  taken  at  present  in  view  of  the  Rules  Committee's 
decision  to  defer  its  consideration  of  defunding  the  Commission 
pending  the  outcome  of  the  election.     Mrs.  Rains ford  informed 
the  Commission  that  Supervisor  Milk  has  sent  to  the  City  Attorney 
for  drafting  a  proposal  which  would  eliminate  the  Commission, 
which  she  estimated  would  reach  the  Health  &  Environment  Committee 
within  two  months.     The  Commission  will  send  a  letter  to  Supervisor 
Milk  asking  for  a  copy  of  his  recommendations,  asking  his  reasons 
for  putting  them  forward,  and  stating  the  reasons  for  retaining 
the  Commission.     Commissioner  Hendricks  suggested  sending  copies 
to  all  Supervisors. 

Mr.  Schroeder  stated  that  in  view  of  Jarvis  Gann  the  Commission 
should  have  a  contingency  plan  of  its  own.     Commissioner  Mahy 
suggested  the  commission  could  go  back  to  the  method  of  operation 
which    obtained  before  the  Commission  was  funded;  or  it  could 
operate  at  a  lower  budget  by  eliminating  its  secretary  and  office 
expense;  Mrs.  Rainsford  suggested  that  since  money  given  to  the 
government  is  tax  deductible,  donations  might  be  raised  to  maintain 
the  Commission;  Mr.  Methner  suggested  asking  Senior  Centers  for 
volunteers;   Commissioner  Tonneson  suggested  raising  license  fees 
by  25  $  which  would  be  sufficient  to  cover  clerical  expenses.  Mr. 
Schroeder  pointed  out  that  if  the  Vernali  recommendations  are 
implemented,   licenses  would  go  to  $48.

Agenda  Item  No.   6.     A  discussion  was  held  regarding  a  proposed 
Speaker's  Panel  to  address  neighborhood  groups,  outlining  the 
purpose  of  the  Commission,   the  ordinances  and  their  penalties, 
what  animal  welfare  services  are  available  to  the  public,  plus  any 
special  knowledge  of  the  speaker,  e.g.,  cat  care,  dog  training, 
etc.     Each  member  volunteering  would  agree  to  be  available  one 
evening  per  month  and  the  Commission  would  write  the  neighborhood 
groups  offering  a  speaker.     Commissioner  Radetich  recommended  that 
guidelines  be  drawn  up  specifying  the  content  of  discussions  to 
be  held,  and  will  draw  up  such  proposed  guidelines  after  members 
have  submitted  suggestions  to  him. 

Mr.  Schroeder  expressed  opposition  to  such  a  panel  on  the  ground 
that  the  Commission  would  lose  face  thereby,  and  that  the  public 
should  come  to  it.    Chair  responded  AC&WC  is  concerned  with  public  education 
and  should  gain  face  by  lias on  with  neighborhood  groups. 

New  Business:     Commissioner  Mahy  described  SB  2151,  which  proposes 
loans  to  general  purpose  units  of  local  government  for  spay/neuter 
clinics  and  other  purposes.     The  loan  could  not  exceed  $200,000 
nor  20  years,  and  may  establish  maximum  fees  which  could  be  charged. 
Action  on  this  was  referred  to  the  Welfare  Committee. 

By-Laws  Revision:     It  was  suggested  that  the  Commission's  by-laws 
be  revised.     The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Ad  Hoc  Legislative 
Committee. 

Licensing  of  Cats:     Commissioner  Schwabacher  advocated  this, 
stating  it  is  an  injustice  to  dogs  to  require  them  to  be  licensed 
while  cats  are  not.     Commissioner  Sarrett  expressed  the  opinion 
such  a  measure  would  be  unenforceable. 

Zoo:     Commissioner  Hendricks  stated  the  Commission  must  concern 

itself  with  any  inhumanity  existing  at  the  San  Francisco  Zoo.  It 

was  concluded  that  the  Commission  must  have  specific  complaints 

before  it  can  investigate  matters  there.     A  joint  meeting  with  the 

Recreation/Park  Department  on  the  subject  was  suggested,  also  a 

letter  to  them  with  pictures  of  existing  problem  situations , with 

copies  to  the  SPCA  for  investigation.     The  Chair  requested  Mr. 

Schroeder  to  ask  Mr.  and  Mrs.   Soo  Hoo  to  provide  pictures  on 

matters  complained  of.     Mr.  Schroeder  suggested  a  separate  committee 

of  3  Commissioners  on  zoo  matters;  no  action.     Chair  pointed  out  that 
Welfare  Committee  was  qualified  to  handle  initial  complaints • 

Change  of  time  and  place  of  Commission  meetings:  Commissioner 
Hendricks  suggested  neighborhood  and/or  Saturday  or  evening  meetings 
as  a  means  of  outreach  to  the  public.     No  action. 

Mr*   Schroeder  suggested  the  Commission  recognize  the  SPCA's  Open 
House  to  be  held  May  5  by  sending  them  a  telegram  of  congratulation 
and  commendation  on  their  110  years  of  service  to  San  Francisco 
animals,  and  offered  to  pay  the  cost  of  such  a  telegram.  It 
was  moved,   seconded  and  passed  that  the  Commission  do  so. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  5:00  p.m.

Meeting  of  June  1,  1978  

PRESENT:     Commissioners  Kolster,  Mahy,  Tonneson,   Radetich,  Burr, 
Hurley,  Hendricks,  Huttinger,  Sarrett. 

ABSENT:       Commissioners  Levin,  Schwabacher. 

The  meeting  came  to  order  at  1:45  p.m.     Minutes  of  the  previous 
meeting  were  read  and  amended  to  show  the  appointment  of  Commissioners 
Radetich  and  Hendricks  to  the  Enforcement  Committee;   otherwise  the 
minutes  were  approved. 

The  Chairman  announced  there  was  still  a  problem  regarding  office 
space.     Commissioner  Mahy  will  continue  trying  to  obtain  permission 
to  retain  present  office  space. 

Correspondence  for  the  month  was  reviewed,   including  a  recommenda- 
tion by  Supervisor  Harvey  Milk  to  abolish  the  Commission  in  light 
of  impending  Jarvis  Gann  amendment,   and  because  he  feels  it  has 
been  ineffective  in  the  past  and  believes  there  should  be  a  separate 
departmental  office  to  initiate  programs  and  work  with  the  SPCA. 

COMMITTEE  REPORTS: 

Enforcement :     Commissioner  Hurley  presented  statistics  of  his 
activities  during  the  preceding  months.     With  regard  to  barking 
dog  problems,  he  stated  it  is  the  feeling  that  his  time  is  more 
usefully  spent  handling  these  complaints  than  if  they  were  referred 
to  individual  stations,   thus  relieving  other  officers  for  urgent 
duties . 

Mr.   Finn,   a  member  of  the  public,   stated  his  belief  that  every 
police  officer  could  and  should  cite  for  infractions,   and  stated 
that  a  noise  ordinance  is  already  on  the  books.     He  questioned 
the  statistics  without  follow-up  of  complaints  received. 

Welfare :     Commissioner  Mahy  reported  on  the  Welfare  Committee  meet- 
ing of  May  12,  which  recommended  a  letter  to  be  addressed  to  the 
Committee  on  Humane  Legislation  regarding  a  pending  bill  for  loans 
to  local  government  entities,   for  the  purpose  of  establishing 
spay/neuter  clinics. 

AGENDA  ITEM  NO.    3   -  VERNAL I  REPORT 

The  Chairman  asked  what  period  of  time  was  taken  to  prepare  the 
Vernali  report.     Commissioner  Hurley  stated  six  or  seven  months. 
Cost  of  report  was  full  time  of  Sergeant  Vernali  for  that  period, 
plus  some  time  spent  by  Officer  Hurley.       Commissioner  Mahy 
stated  it  was  the  recommendation  of  the  Welfare  Commission  that 
the  Police  Department  not  implement  the  report  nor  spend  further 
time  on  such  a  study.

Testimony  was  invited  from  the  public  and  the  following  persons 
were  heard:     Winifred  Sullivan,  Jules  Waters,  Mary  Childs,  Kathleen 
Archibald,  Fred  Methner,  Betty  Rainsford,  James  Schroeder, 
Mr.   Finn,  Virginia  Hanley,  Gladys  Sargent,   Richard  Avanzino, 
Beverly  Willoughby.     Except  for  Fred  Methner,   all  speakers 
opposed  implementation  of  the  Vernali  plan. 

Commissioners  then  discussed  the  report.     Commissioner  Hendricks 
asked  the  SPCA  representative  if  they  were  suggesting  that  the 
SPCA  should  be  the  only  agency,  with  no  police  animal  control 
unit.     In  the  absence  of  Mr.  Avanzino,  Mrs.  Fichtel  stated  they 
supported  the  police  animal  control  unit,  but  that  the  SPCA  needed 
more  funding  to  carry  out  the  city's  requirements,  and  that 
better  funding  is  the  only  answer  to  improvement  in  the  animal 
control  problem. 

Commissioner  Radetich  stated  that  the  Vernali  report  is  the  only 
document  the  Commission  has,   and  that  he  would  like  to  see  some 
alternatives  to  the  report. 

Commissioner  Kolster  commented  that  data  processing  of  license 
information,   as  recommended  in  the  Vernali  report,  would  be 
desirable . 


Commissioner  Hendricks  remarked  that  the  report  if  taken  as  a 
research  study  was  not  an  adequate  one,   failing  in  accuracy  of 
its  data,   and  stated  she  felt  it  was  unfortunate  that  it  had 
been  undertaken  by  the  Police  Department. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  Commission  go  on  record  with 
the  recommendation  that  the  Police  Department  undertake  no  further 
research  into  animal  control  and  that  the  Commission  support  the 
SPCA  as  the  Animal  Control  Officer  of  choice  in  San  Francisco. 
Commissioner  Huttinger  abstaining , Of ficer  Hurley  opposed,  the 
motion  carried. 


OLD  BUSINESS 


Speakers'   Panel:     Commissioner  Radetich  announced  that  only  two 
letters  had  been  received  containing  suggested  guidelines  for 
the  panel.     He  suggested  that  dates  and  location  of  meetings 
to  be  addressed  by  speakers  should  be  on  record  at  the  Commission 
office  in  advance  of  the  dates  when  the  speakers  will  appear. 
Such  a  motion  was  made,   seconded  and  passed  unanimously. 


NEW  BUSINESS 


The  Chairman  opened  discussion  as  to  the  status  of  the  Commission 
after  Jarvis  Gann ,   and  informed  the  Commission  she  had  sent  a 


letter  to  Supervisor  Feinstein  asking  that  the  Commission  be 
continued,   and  if  defunded,   that  it  not  be  abolished  but  remain 
on  a  voluntary  basis.     A  motion  was  made,   seconded  and  passed 
unanimously  that  a  letter  go  to  the  Supervisors  requesting  that 
if  Proposition  13  passes,   the  Commission  be  allowed  to  establish 
alternative  methods  of  continuing. 

Commissioner  Hendricks  commented  that  the  general  impression  of 
the  Animal  C&W  Commission  is  that  it  is  ineffectual,  has  no 
authority  and  has  made  no  accomplishments  in  its  history.  She 
moved  a  letter  be  sent  to  Ed  Fleishell  of  San  Franciscans  for 
a  Cleaner  City  asking  why  his  committee  has  chosen  to  bypass  the 
Commission  in  its  recommendations  regarding  dog  litter.  The 
motion  was  seconded  and  passed,  Commissioner  Hurley  opposed. 

Commissioner  Mahy  commented  that  Supervisor  Milk's  proposal  to 
abolish  the  Animal  Control  &  Welfare  Commission  would  result  in 
a  paid  bureaucracy  being  substituted  for  voluntary  citizen 
participation  in  the  form  of  the  ACWC.     It  was  moved,  seconded 
and  passed  that  Mr.  Mahy  would  draft  a  letter  to  Supervisor  Milk 
to  that  effect. 

Mr.   Schroeder  was  recognized  and  announced  that  Dog  License  No.  1 
had  been  issued  to  Mrs.   Russ  Wolden,   and  that  he  had  been  told 
by  the  Tax  Collector's  office  that  renewals  had  been  sent  out 
prior  to  June  1  in  order  to  take  advantage  of  the  postal  rate 
which  was  due  to  increase  on  the  first  of  June.     It  was  decided 
that  the  Commission  would  write  Mrs.  Wolden  asking  her  to 
surrender  license  No.  1. 

There  being  no  further  business,   the  meeting  was  adjourned.
